Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
ISRAEL’S FIRST atomic power 
plant will open around the end of 
1982, with a production capacity of 
4,000 megawatts of electricity, De- 
velopment Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
told the Knesset yesterday. 

_Replying to a motion for the 
agenda by Yosef Tamir (Likud), 
Bar-Lev said that research was 
being pressed forward, to seek ways 
of drawing energy from the sun, 
the sea, the winds, the Hula peat, 
the Negev bitumen rocks, and other 
sources. But all that would require 
up to 10 years of-study before prac- 
tical results could emerge, he said. 

Bar-Lev noted that the Ashdod 
conventional generating plant would 
combine sea water desallination. 

In his motion, Tamir said that, 
owing to Israelis’ wasteful habits 
of fuel consumption, their fuel bill 
next year would come to $1,000m 
He charged previous governments 
with having hesitated to take deci- 
stons regarding energy and had 
pursued a negligent policy of oil 
exploration and energy research. 

With some 200 atomic generating 
plants operating around the world 
today, Tamir said, Israel was clear- 
ly lagging behind. As a result of 
shiliy-shallying for a decade, Israel 
found itself eat the end of 1974 
without a clear energy policy. 

He demanded the establishment of 
@ national energy body responsible 
for deciding, as well as executing, 
energy policy.

WASHINGTON. — In advance of 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev's 
mid-January visit to Cairo, Israel 
may be under U.S. pressure to yleld 
additional! concessions to Egypt, ac- 
eording to informed sources here. 

Israel officials in Washington deny 
that the U.S. is urging Israel to 
come up with additional ideas to 
convey to Egyptian President Sadat 
before Brezhnev arrives. Other sour- 
cea, however, indicate that Wash- 
ington is concerned that Egypt may 
turn away from the U.S.-mediated 
step-by-step approach and swing 
back into the Soviet camp if Sadat 
feels that Israel will refrain from 
shortly implementing another with- 
drawal in Sinai, apparently including 
the Abu Rodeis oil fields and the 
strategic Mitla and Gidi passes. 

Israel officials here were. dis- 
appointed that Egypt rejected out 
of hand Isreel’s initial proposals 
regarding a second interim agree- 
ment, as outlined by Alon in 
Washington earlier this month, At 
that time, Allon said that Israel 
will not negotiate with Hzgypt un- 
der the threat of the Sadat visit. 

But, as reported last week in 
The Jerusalem Post, American of- 
Gclals warn that Hgyptian policy 
may be frozen by 8 hardline pro- 
Soviet joint commuzique issued 
upon Brezhnev's departure. 

Israel Ambassador Simha Dinitz 
met “swith Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger on Monday even- 
ang for about 90 minutes. 

Israel sources wished merely to 
say that the talk concerned the 
latest developments in the Middle 
Bast and possible ways to progress 
toward another settlement. Amer- 
ican officials declined to release any 
details, asserting that this is a time 
for “quiet diplomacy.” 

Dinitz and Kissinger are expected 
to resume their talks after the 


New Year, since both leave for 
week-long vacations later this 
week.

‘Villager gets 
life for murder 
of youth, 16 


NAZARETH. — A villager from 
Mghar, near Tiberias, was sentenced 
tn the District Court here yesterday 
to life imprisonment for the wilful 
murder of a i6-year-old youth from 
the same village. 

Last August, the defendant, Hail 
Hamza Dagash, was approached by 
the youth, Na’im Mahmud Nabwaunt, 
who asked to have sexual relations 
with him. When Dagash refused, 
Nabwani told him he had forcibly 
kissed Dagash’s sister at a village 
wedding, and now Intended to have 
sexual relations with her. 

Dagash was infuriated at the sug- 
gestion and resolved to avenge his 
sister’s honour. When Nabwani ap- 
proached him several weeks later 
and repeated his suggestion that 
they have intercourse, Dagash agre- 
ed and arranged to meet him out- 
side the village. 

Dagash armed himself with a re- 
volver and set out to keep the ap- 
pointment. When Nabwani arrived 
at the rendezvous, Dagash drew his 
gun and shot the youth. Leaving 
Nabwani mortally wounded, he made 
bis way back to the village, hiding 
the revolver on the way.

Beilinson director charges — 
Nurses quit operating room, 
endangered patients’ lives 


TEL AVIV. — The workers com- 
mittee at the Beilinson Medical Cen- 
tre “pulled nurses out of the operat- 
ing theatre” to attend a protest 
meeting — thus endangering | the 
lives of patients on the operating 
table, it was alleged yesterday. 

The charge was made by Prof. 
Andre De-Vries, medical director of 
the Beilinson Centre, in a letter to 
Kupat Holim (which runs Bellin- 
son). 

Prof. De-Vries said that on Sun- 
day, Alberto Amargi, a male nurse, 
appeared in the operating theatre 
and demanded that all the nurses 


to let those who “had washed for 
the operation” leave, but seven 
nurses and auxiliary help, who had 
not “washed up,” left the operat 
theatre, leaving it rand etree 

“This endangered the lives of the 
patients about to be operated upon,” 
Prof. De-Vries declared. 

The dispute at the medical centre 
dates back several weeks when the 
workers committee began to inter- 


fere with the smoothing running of 
the hospital, according to manage- 
ment. A Histadrut committee was 
set up to study the dispute, and at 
the end of last week it reported that 
the workers committee had indeed 
interfered. It recommended that the 
chairman of the workers committee,

Argentine police chief 


escapes bomb attack 
BUENOS AIRES (AP1, — Guer- 
rillas exploded a pick-up truck near 
the convoy of federal police chief 
Luis Margaride on Monday night, 
Killing a corporal and wounding 
two officers, police said. 

At first police reported the at- 
tackers rammed the truck into the 
passing caravan, but investigation 
showed it was apparently exploded 
by remote control. ϑ 

The 56-year-old Margaride es- 
caped unhurt. He was named federal 
police chief last month, replacing 
Alberto Villar who was assassinated 
with his wife on November 1.

WASHINGION {AP}. — James 
Angleton, named in published re- 
ports as overseer of alleged [Wegal 
domestic spying by the Central In- 
telligence Agency, resigned yester- 
day as heed of the Agency's counter 
intelligence operations. 

Angieton's resignation became 
known after President Geraid Ford 
ordered Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger to get a report from the 
CLA “within a matter of days" on 
the allegations of domestic spying. 

Three Congressional committee 


‘chairmen also announced on Mon- 


day that they would launch separate 
Investigations of the matter when 
Congress returns next year. 

A spokesman for Kissinger said 
the Secretary “has never seen a 
survey of American citizens by the 
CIA, and he doesn't knew if any 
such survey exists.” 

But later, government sources sald 
Kissinger had seen one CIA do- 
cument referring to activities inside 
the U.S. by American citizens or or- 
ganizations, They said, however, 
that it was philosophical and did 
not reflect the results of any sur- 
veillance. 

These sources said a CLA survey 
entitled “restless youth” crossed 
Kissinger's desk at the National Se- 
curity Council in March 1969. They 
called it a general, philosophical dis- 
cussion of the youth movement 


HELMS’ DENIAL 


WASHINGTON (AP). — In 8 
message to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, former CTIA 
director Richard Helms “catego- 
rically dented.” that the CIA wag 
engaged in domestic spying when 
he headed the Agency.

Agency head Colby: Perfect apparatchik 


By JOSEPH KRAFT 
Anybody who wants to know where 
Washington these days should pay close attention 
to William Colby, the director of the Central Intei- 
ligence Agency. For Mr. Colby is the model of the 


modern bureaucrat. 


In dealing with the Congress and the press he has 
been openness personified — often to the disadvantage 
of his colleagues and supertors in the government. 
His case shows that the sensational revelations about 
domestic spying by the CLA, while connected with 
what used to be wrong here, have nothing to do 
with what is presently the trouble in Washington. 

Mr. Colby is a symbolic figure in many ways. He 
is typical of the highly educated professional men 
(Princeton and Columbia Law School) 
have made it in private life but chose government 
after the war because it offered more interesting jobs. 

His service with the government led to a distinct 
institutional loyalty. Mr. Colby has been with Intel- 
ligence services since World War I, and with the 
CLA for a score of years. He is totally aware of 
the Agency's bureaucratic interest. If the word did 
not have such a very bad connotation, he could fairly 


be called the perfect apparatchik, 


Finally, Mr. Colby has experienced firsthand two 
blows shattering to the American bureaucracy. He 
was a leading figure in the Viemam War — both in 
Vietnam and in Washington. He was also involved 
in picking up the pieces after the Agency's role in 
Watergate (notably the Elisberg break-in) began to

fascinating. He has broken with the tradition which 
made the top inteiligence man a close-mouthed bad 
guy who took the rap for his bosses. 
Colby has made himself regularly 
speeches and questioning by Congressional committees 
and interested citizens’ groups, including newspaper- 


men.

Daniel Elisberg. 


One inevitable result of such openness is the cir- 
culation of stories very prejudicial to officlals for 
whom directors of the CLA normally show an exagge- 
rated respect. For example, Mr. Colby — without 
being obliged to — told a Congressional committee 


: .,Colby has not. merely 
talked to the select number, of senior senators and 
representatives grouped together in an “oversight com- 
mittee.” He has talked to the regular committees on 
foreign relations, appropriations, atomic energy 
economic policy. He has indicated that he would wel- 
come a new oversight committee, and would accept

BELFAST (UPI). — Santa Claus 
came by armoured car yesterday, 
under heavy guard. 

With the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) truce holding firm in its se- 
cond day, a British Army armoured 
car rolled away from a three-storey 
mill in the heavily Roman Catholic 
Lower Fatis Road area. The King’s 
Own Borderers Regiment uses the 
mill as a base. 

The armoured car, followed by 
other security vehicles, pulleé up 
in the mainly Protestant Sandy Row 
district, packed Hke all the rest of 
Belfast with relaxed crowds doing 
last-minute shopping.

Oil producers invested 
$47 billion in 10 months 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Oil producing countries invested about 
$47,000m. mainly in Hurope and the U.S. during the first 10 months 
of this year, the Common Market's Executive Commission sald 


yesterday. 


The commission estimated that nearly $17,000m. were put into 
short-term investments. But there were indications 
petrofunds were beginning to shift increasingly to longer-term 


investments. 


7 The bulk of short-term investments on the Euro-doliar market 
were abgorbed by British banks, with the remainder going to 
Continental, notably Swiss, banks, the commission said. It was 
replying to a question by French Gatllist member of European 
parliament Pierre-Bernard Couste, who asked how 
being invested and which countries were benefitting most. 


The commission said both the

Only about $2,000m. of the petrofunds went to developing coun- 


tries, the commission said. 


It broke down the $47,000m. as follows:

White House ups 
Pentagon budget 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). The 
White House, in a move to pump 
more money into the American eco- 
nomy. has told the Pentagon it can 
plan on spending §$2,000m. to 
$3,000m. more than originally pro- 
posed for the 1976 financial year 
beginning next July, informed sour- 
ces said yesterday. 

The sources sald the Defence De- 
partment would ask Congress for 
authority to spend about $95,000m. 
in the next financial year — an 11 
per cent increase over this year's 
spending. 

The White House had notified the 
Pentagon in the past two weeks 
that it could: plan on spending 
$2,000m. to §3,000m. more than the 
$92,000m. originally planned to in- 
ject more spending into the economy. 

The White House decision was en- 
couraged by some of the military 
services and by former defence se- 
eretary Melvin Laird, the sources- 
added. 

Secretary of Defence James Schle- 
singer considered resigning because

The pill curbs sexy smells 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Scient- 


- ists analyzing chemical secretions 


from women say they have iso- 
lated certain acid compounds 
which possess ‘“sex-attractant 
properties.” 

Women on the (birth control) 
pill showed less of these com- | 


pounds, they said. 
An article in the December 27 
issue. of “Science” magazine 


compared vaginal secretion sam- 
ples in 682 women — “cooper- 
ative wives of colleagues” 
with those from rhesus monkeys. 

“These acids possess sex-at- 
tractant properties in the rhesus 
monkey and stimulate the sexual 
activity of males via olfactory 
pathways. Preliminary studies 
have also demonstrated their oc- 
currence in women,” said the 


report by Richard Michael, R.W. 
Bonsell and Patricia Warner of 
Emory university in Atlanta. 


The highest level of secretions 
occurred during ovulation, the 
study showed, for both users and 
non-users of oral contraceptives. 
But those taking the pill showed 
lower and more constant levels. 

“The precise role of olfactory 
mechanisms in human sexual 
behaviour needs to be clartfied,” 
the scientists cautioned: 

“We have scant information 
on the physiological importance 
of these volatile constituents in 
the human, although it is of in- 
terest that the same substances 
possess sex-attractant properties 
in other primates.” 

Tt added that “constant vaginal 
douching results in the destruc- 
tion of the norma! bacterie.” 

The report said the practice 
“ig based on widely felt anxieties 
about genital odours which may, 
in fact, be ‘totally unnecessary 
and quite misplaced.” 
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Six strangled 
in uneasy 
Ethiopian city 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). — The 
bodies ot six men strangled with 
steel wire were found early yester- 
day in the tense Eritrean city of 
Asmara, according to travellers ar- 
riving here from the provincial ca- 
pital 

They said they had been told the 
bodies were found lying in streets 
and doorways in different parts of 
the city, scene two days ago of 
fightng between Ethiopian troops 
and secessionist guerrillas. Folice 
also found the body of a seventh 
man, stabbed to death, they said. 

The travellers described the vic- 
tims as ordinary men and said none 
of them had been ἃ prominent cl- 
tizen. 

The discovery of the bodies follow- 
ed a statement by the military gov- 
ernment on Monday night urging 
the population of Eritrea to help 
end the protracted conflict between 
the Ethiopian army and the two 
Eritrean guerrilla groups —- the 
predominantly Moslem Nattonalist 
Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF) 
and the Marxist Popular Liberation 
Front (PLF1. 

“Whoever refuses to collaborate 
or give information on the presence 
of bandits in the neighbourhood 
shall have to bear the consequea- 
ces,” the statement said. 

It was prompted by a night of 
violence in Asmara on Sunday when 
guerrillas threw hand grenades {nto 
two crowded bars, killing four people 
and injuring 41. 

The statement, read over Radio 
Asmara, said the military's policy 
of patience with the guerrillas had 
been interpreted as weakness and 
the fact that no action was taken 
against guerrilla buses just 20 Kilo- 
metres outside: Asmara 85 a sign of 
fear. 

In an unprecedented move, the 
statement disclosed a detailed list 
of recent guerrilla attacks in the 
province. 

They included the fatal shooting 
ef an air force officer on December 
1, an attack on the assistant to the 
governor a day later, and the killing 
of an officer serving with the se- 
eond army divislon headquartered In 
Asmara, There had also been bomb 
a.tacks on a restaurant and on shops 
managed by Ethiopians who had 
moved to Asmara from other re- 
gions. : 

Meanwhile, the Moslem holiday of 
Id el-Adha was observed throughout 
the country yesterday for the first 
time in the history of Ethiopia, 
known as a “Christian Kingdom” 
under the government of deposed 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

The military rulers said they had 
made Id el-Adha and two other Mos- 
lem feasts national holidays to un- 
derline efforts to end division on re- 
ligious lines,
